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PROCEEDINGS 


Thursday — Morning  Session 

The  North  East  Sunday  School  ConvectioD  convened 
with  Simpson  Chapel,  in  the  county  of  Pitt  and  state  of 
North  Carolina  at  Simpson,  N.  C. 

The  house  was  called  to  order  by  singing,  "Let  strife 
forever  cease."  Kev.  C.  B.  Ellis  opened  by  fcinging  hymn 
found  on  page  250,  "Oh  how  happy  are  they  who  the  Savior 
obey."  He  read  seven  verses  of  the  sixth  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew, after  which  Bro.  Albert  Barrett  offered  prayer.  Kev. 
Ellis  then  sang  "Tis  Jesus  Christ  I  want  to  find."  He  made 
a  few  very  touching  remarks  on  the  hymn  and  introduced 
Rev.  A.  H.  Moore.  Rev.  Moore  came  forward  and  sang  a 
spiritual,  "Lift  Jesus  up."  He  chose  for  his  text  3rd  chapter 
of  Philippians  and  the  14th  verse,  Paul's  letter  to  the  Phi- 
lippians.  His  subject  was,  "Pick  Jesus  up."  He  proved 
himself  a  master  of  his  text;  after  which  prayer  was  offered 
by  Rev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens.  Rev.  A.  Moore  sang  "I  want  to 
be  thy  child."  Then  Rev.  Z.  W.  Hardy  and  Rev.  James 
Gardner  were  appointed  to  escort  theoiBficers  to  their  seats, 
after  which  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox  introduced  his  cabinet  members 
and  co-workers.  They  expressed  themselves  as  being  will- 
ing to  do  their  best  to  foster  the  work.  The  President's  An- 
nual Address  was  reserved. 

At  this  time  Rev.  Moore  introduced  Rev,  N.  Smith,  the 
pastor  of  Philipi  Church.  Rev.  Smith  gave  us  a  very  hardy 
welcome.  Rev.  Moore  came  forward  and  raised  a  sum  of 
two  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($2.60),  after  which  we  were  call- 
ed off  until  3:30  P.  M.  o'clock. 


Thursday — Afternoon  Session 

At  3:30  P.  M.  the  house  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  E. 
M.  Smith.  Hymn  No.  250,  "Oh  how  happy  are  they  who  the 
Savior  obey."  Then  the  meeting  was  turned  in  the  hands 
of  the  President,  who  called  the  house  to  order  for  business. 
He  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  seconded  by  Rev.  B. 
M.  K.  Stephens  that  his  address  be  placed  in  the  minutes. 
On  motion  by  W.  S.  Gardner,  seconded  by  Rev.  J.  Gardner 
that  roll  of  officers  be  called,  motion  carried.  On  motion  by 
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Eev.  S.  Wilson,  seconded  by  Eev.  Moore  that  the  President 
have  power  to  appoint  a  credential  committee,  in  the  persons 
of  Kev.  E.  M.  Smith,  Eev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens  and  Eev.  C.  B. 
Ellis.  The  committee  was  set  to  work.  On  motion  by  Eev. 
Moore,  seconded  by  Eev.  J.  Gardner  that  the  roll  of  mem- 
bers be  called  and  dues  collected.    Motion  pending. 

Eev.  N.  Hardy  gave  a  few  verj^  timely  remarks,  encour- 
aging the  members  to  fall  in  line  and  help  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  education,  that  some  Negro  boy  or  girl  may  be 
brought  from  darkness  to  light.  The  roll  was  then  called. 
The  house  was  opened  for  new  members,  and  several  joined 
the  convention. 

The  President  being  empowered,  appointed  Eev.  B.  M. 
K.  Stephens  to  preach  for  the  evening  and  Eev.  F.  Gaidner 
to  open  and  close.  The  convention  was  called  off  until  7:80 
P.  M.  o'clock  for  recreation. 


Thursday — Night  Session 

Meeting  opened  at  the  appointed  hour.  Eev.  L.O.  Dunn 
entertained  us  with  an  excellent  program,  with  Miss  Mary 
L.  Chapman  as  Mistress  of  Ceremonies.  The  program  was 
as  follows:

The  services  were  then  changed.  Eev.  F.  Gardner  sang 
"In  all  the  Lord's  appointed  way  my  jrurney  I  will  persue." 
Scripture  lesson  37th  division  of  the  Psalms  of  David.  Eev. 
Z.  W.  Hardy  offered  prayer.  A  second  hymn  was  sung,  "I 
love  Jesus  in  my  heart."  Eev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens  who  was 
appointed  to  preach,  came  forward  and  chose  as  a  text  John 
1:12,  "To  as  many  as  receive  him,  he  gives  power  to  be  the 
sons  of  God."  Eev.  Stephens  delivered  a  wonderful  seimcn. 
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The  doors  of  the  church  were  opened.  The  President 
arose  and  complimented  the  sermon,  and  introduced  the 
public  collector,  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  who  raised  the  neat  sum 
of  $13.20.  Kev.  L.  O.  Dunn,  the  pastor,  then  assigned  the 
homes.    Doxology.  Benediction. 


Friday  Morning  Session 

Meeting  opened  at  the  appointed  hour.  Rev.  Smith  be- 
ing appointed  to  conduct  devotional  exercises,  came  for- 
ward and  led  in  singing  "Lord  in  the  morning  shall  my 
voice  ascend  high.'*'  Scripture  lesson,  2nd  chapter  of  He- 
brew and  14th  verse,  and  invoked  the  Divine  Diety.  Sec- 
ond hymn,  "Amazing  grace,  how  sweet  the  sound."  At  this 
period  the  meeting  was  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the 
President,  who  came  forward  and  announced  the  house  in 
order  for  business.  On  motion  by  Rev.  E.  D.  Taylor  that 
the  minutes  be  read.    Motion  lost. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  seconded  by  Rev.  L. 
M.  Mills,  that  the  roll  of  Officers  be  called.  Rev.  L.  M. 
Mills,  L.  K.  Daniels  and  Rev.  A.  Williams  were  fined  for 
tardiness. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens,  seconded  by 
Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  that  the  minutes  be  read.  After  the  read- 
ing of  the  minutes  it  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  they  be 
received  and  adopted.  Rev.  P.  T.  Chapman  and  Sister  Ma- 
ry L.  Chapman  were  fiwed  10  cents  each  for  tardiness.  Bro. 
R.  W.  King  was  fined  50  cents  for  absence.  Rev.  B.  J.  Heg- 
gie  was  fined  10  cents  for  tardiness. 

The  Roll  of  Delegates  was  called.  Then  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox 
appointed  L.  K.  Daniels  to  open  afternoon  service. 

We  were  called  off  until  2  P.  M, 


Friday  Afternoon  Session 

Promptly  at  2  o'clock  the  meeting  was  opened  by  sing- 
ing "There  is  a  fountain  filled  with  blood."  Scripture  les- 
son, 10th  chapter  of  Romans.  Prayer  by  Bro.  Judge  Moore. 
A  second  hymn  was  sung.  The  meeting  was  then  turned 
over  into  the  hands  of  the  President,  who  announced  the 
house  in  order  for  business.  We  resumed  the  regular  pro- 
gram which  was  receiving  letters. 

The  President  appointed  an  Auditing  Committee  which 
was  set  to  work.  We  then  received  the  various  reports.  (See 
report.)  Next  the  Annual  Officers  were  elected  for  1927. 
(See  Official  Roll). 
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Next  in  order  was  selecting  a  place  for  the  next  conven- 
tion. Allen's  Chapel  was  the  choice  of  the  convention.  And 
the  next  convention  will  be  held  there  beginning  Thursday 
before  the  second  Sunday  in  September  1927.  Kev.  James 
Gardner  was  appointed  Introductor,  and  Eev.  W.  H.  Dar- 
den  alternate. 

Sister  Mary  L.  Chapman  was  elected  delegate  to  the 
conference.  She  was  paid  $10.00  and  $25.00  for  represent- 
ing fee.     Sister  Inez  Hardy,  compiler,  was  paid  $15.00. 

At  this  period  Kev.  L.  E.  Rasberry  came  forward  in  a 
very  graceful  manner  and  brought  many  good  thoughts  to 
us.  He  showed  us  the  necessity  of  raising  the  standard  of 
our  Church. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Missionaries  be  given  certi- 
ficates from  the  convention  showing  that  they  were  duly 
elected.  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  moved  that  $100.00  be  given 
to  Kinston  College.    Motion  carried. 

We  were  called  off  for  recreation. 


Friday  Night  Session 

Rev.  T.  O.  Dunn  being  appointed  to  conduct  devotional 
exercises,  came  forward  and  led  in  singing  a  beautiful  an- 
them. Scripture  lesson  read,  followed  by  invocation,  then 
another  song  was  sung.  Rev.  W.  T.  Gardner  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  preach,  came  forward  and  selected  his  text  from 
Malachi  6:8,  "What  does  the, Lord  require  of  thee  but  to  do 
justice?"  Subject,  *  God's  requirement."  From  this  Rev. 
Gardner  preached  a  wonderful  sermon.  At  the  conclusion 
of  his  sermon  the  Educational  Rally  beg-an.  Amount  raised 
$26.05.  The  contributions  were  as  follows:  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox

RESOLUTIONS  FOR  1927 

We  your  committee  on  Resolutions,  beg  to  submit  our  report: 

Section  1.  Resolved  that  this  Convention  shall  be  known  as  the 
N.  E.  Sunday  School  Convention  of  the  U.  A.  F.  W.  Baptist  cnnnec- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  Resolved  that  the  officers  of  this  convention  shall  be  elect- 
ed annually.  They  shall  be  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  Resolved  that  each  Sunday  School  shall  represent  to  this 
convention  by  paying  10  cents  per  head  for  each  member,  30  cents  for 
the  superintendent  and  25  cents  for  each  teacher,  and  $2  00  for  liter- 
ature and  $1.00  for  publication  funds. 

Sec.  4.  Resolved  that  one-half  of  the  public  collection  shall  go  to 
the  ministers  that  preach  during  each  session  of  this  convention  and 
the  other  half  to  the  convention. 

Sec.  5.  Resolved  that  all  officers  failing  to  meet  on  the  first  day 
that  this  convention  convenes  shall  be  fined  50  cents  or  a  lawful  ex- 
cuse be  given. 

Sec.  6.  Resolved  that  this  convention  shall  have  Missionaries  to 
visit  the  schools  belonging  to  said  convention,  and  that  each  mis- 
sionary shall  visit  each  school  in  his  or  her  district  at  least  once. 
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Sec.  7.  Resolved  that  the  pastor  and  superintendent  of  each  Sun- 
day School  shall  see  that  the  missionary  gets  his  or  her  expense  or 
a  minimum  of  $2.00  for  each  visit. 

*  Sec.  8.  Resolved  that  missionaries  shall  be  fined  $1.00  for  failing- 
to  perform  their  duties. 

Sec.  9.  Resolved  that  this  convention  shall  send  a  delegate  to 
represent  it  in  the  annual  conference,  and  all  money  for  education 
shall  be  sent  by  this  delegate,  and  this  convention  shall  be  repre- 
sented with  $25.00. 

Sec.  10.  Resolved  that  the  President  shall  deliver  an  address  to 
this  convention  concerning  its  work,  growth  and  bearing,  especially 
on  Kinston  College. 

Sec.  li.  Resolved  that  this  convention  have  an  introductory  and 
ah  alternate  and  each  be  paid  $3.00  for  their  service. 

Sec.  12.  Resolved  that  this  convention  shall  furnish  each  school 
with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  13.  Resolved  that  this  convention  shall  have  a  rally  on  each 
Friday  night  of  its  session  and  that  the  money  raised  shall  go  for  the 
extension  of  education. 

Sec.  14.  Resolved  that  a  special  donation  be  made  to  Kinston  Col- 
lege by  this  conveuLion  annually. 

Sec.  15.  Resolved  that  this  convention  furnish  the  missionaries  a 
certificate  showing  that  they  were  properly  organized  missionaries 
of  the  N.  E.  Sunday  School  Convention. 

Sec.  16.  Resolved  that  each  superintendent  of  every  Sunday 
School  of  the  N.  E.  vSunday  School  be  a  member  of  this  convention  by 
virtue  of  his  office. 

Sec.  17.  Resolved  that  the  Sunday  School  minutes  be  compiled 
and  printed  within  sixty  days  and  not  later  than  ninety. 

Sec.  18.  Resolved  that  the  Secretary  compile  and  distribute  the 
minutes  of  this  convention,  and  they  be  sent  to  the  superintendent  of 
each  school. 

Sec.  19.  Resolved  that  all  State  members  of  this  convention  shall 
pay  $1.00  annually. 

Sec.  20.  Resolved  that  this  convention  recommend  to  the  annual 
conference  that  the  convention  be  empowered  to  organize  a  Young 
People's  Christian  League  Convention  the  same  as  in  the  N.  W.  Con- 
ference, and  that  the  League  Convention  when  properly  organized 
become  an  arm  of  the  annual  conference.

Subject:  ^'Aim  of  Life."

It  is  Avith  the  i^r'^atest  of  pleasnrCj  that  I  yonr  most  hnmble  servant 
and  leader  come  before  yon,  trying  to  bring  to  yon  a  few  ideas.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

The  North  East  Sunday  School  Convention  convened  with  Beach 
Grove  church  in  the  County  of  Beaufort,  State  of  North  Carolina,  at 
Chocov^inity,  N.  C. 

The  house  was  called  to  order  by  singing  hymn  No.  269,  ^'Come 
all  ye  brothers  in  the  Lord." 

Rev.  W.  TI.  Darden  came  forward  and  read  the  Scripture  lesson 
fioni  the  3rd  chapter  of  St.  Matthew.  After  which  he  offered  prayer 
then  led  in  singing  an  anthem,  "This  morning  let  our  prayers  arise 

He  then  introduced  the  introductor  Rev.  W.  H.  Brown,  who  came 
to  us  and  chose  his  text  from  the  1st  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  A])gs- 
Tle.<  and  the  8th  verse,  "You  shall  receive  power."  His  STibject,  '^You 
be  a  witness  until  you  receive  power."  His  text  was  well  planned. 
He  didn't  fail  to  prove  to  us  the  value  of  power  and  the  Holy  ^jihosf. 

After  the  sermon  Bro.  Joseph  Carr  offered  prayer. 

Bro.  A.  L .  Chapman  and  Bro.  Joseph  Carr  were  appointed  to  es- 
c<:)rt  the  various  officers  to  their  seats.

Resolved,  That  each  Sunday  School  shall  represent  to  this  Con- 
vention by  paying  10  cents  for  each  member,  30  cents  for  Superintendent, 
25  cents  for  teachers,  25  cents  for  Secretary,  and  25  cents  for  Treasurer, 
and  $2.00  for  literature,  and  $1.00  for  publication  funds.
